Response to Amendment 

1 . This office action is in response to amendment filed on 9/6/05. 

2. Claims 5 - 12, 1 8 - 19, 22 - 28 are presented for examination. Claims 1 - 4, 20 - 21 are 
canceled. Claims 13 - 17 are withdrawn. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 5 - 12, 18 - 19, 22 - 28 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the record of prior art 
does not show a turbine generator vibration damper system having a pair of bearing fulcrum load 
wings wherein each of bearing fulcrum load wings is foldable that results in tenability of 
vibration dampening capability regarding to claims 5 and 18, or each of bearing fulcrum load 
wings are positioned at an angle being changeable that results in tenability of vibration 
dampening capability regarding to claims 6 and 12. Furthermore, the record of prior art also 
does not show the bearing fulcrum load wings have a load element, a wing, a fixture unit for 
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fixing the wing to the load element in a movable fashion, and an attachment means for fixing the 
load to the bearing housing regarding to claims 8.
